Extra Holiday Hazard for City: 
Flood of Bogus $10 and $20 Bills 


A sudden influx of counterfeit 
$20 and $10 bills, which began 
here Thursday, is expected to in- 
crease over the Labor day week- 
end because banks are closed and 
serial numbers of the bills cannot 
be checked, Jackson N. Krill, 
agent in charge of the United 
States Secret Service office hert, 
warned today. 

If tradesmen are not on the 
alert, Krill warned, they may find 
by Tuesday morning that a “bush- 
el basket full” of counterfeit bills 
have been passed here. 

When Krill’s office closed yes- 
terday, a total of 10 $20 bills and 
15 $10 bills had been turned in 
by merchants who had accepted 
them. One man apparently was 
passing all the bills, Krill said. 

Theaters, taverns and small 
stores received the counterfeit 
bills Thursday and yesterday, 
Krill said. Banks are closed to- 
day, tomorrow and Monday, facili- 
tating passage of the worthless 
currency, he pointed out. 

The bogus money arrived simul- 
taneously in St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Memphis, Tenn., Krill 
reported. The worthless $20 bills 
passed here were of a type never 
before been reported anywhere in 


The $20 bills bear the name of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis and the face plate number 
C43. The back plate number is 
592 and the serial number on all 
the bills is H956210738C. Krill said 
the color of the bills is lighter 
than. that of legitimate 20s and 
the paper quality is poor. The 
signature of the late W. A. Julian, 
former treasurer of the United 
States, is irregular. 

The worthless $10 bills bear the 
mame of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Richmond, Va., and the 
back plate number 207. They were 
made by a photo-engraving proc- 
ess. All bear the same serial num- 
ber in the upper right and lower

Senator Elmer Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, demanded that John- 
son furnish immediately a report 
ministration people in military 
expenses involved. 

Specifically, Thomas wants the 
record on flights by President 
Truman, Vice President Barkley 
and Johnson himself, among other 
officials who fly. 

Yesterday Johnson wrote 
Thomas that a group of Senators, 
planning a flying trip to Europe 
and on around the world, could 
save the military up to $25,000 
by riding ordinary cemmercial 
airlines. He said he did not want 
to compete, put out hints about 
the current economy drive in Con- 
gress and said besides, that the 
military just didn’t -have the 
planes to spare. 


Thomas Hits Back. 


Today Thomas blasted back. 

If members of Congress “who 
make the policies for Government 
and provide the funds to keep it 
a going concern” must ride the 
private airlines, Thomas said it 
might be a good idea for the 
downtown Government leaders to 
do the same thing. 

What’s more, Thomas wrote 
Johnson, he was sending staff in- 
vestigators of the Senate Apypfo- 
priations Committee, which con- 
trols the nation’s purse strings, to 
check all the recent flights from 
nearby Air Force and Navy flying 
fields. 

Then Thomas supplied a list of 
eight detailed questions about air-

}President and others. He wanted 
to know the length of flights, the 
purposes, the names of persons 
aboard and the total cost to the 
armed services and government.

Has Quiet Night — Ail- 
ment Disclosed as Heart 
Trouble, With Cerebral 


Hemorrhage. 


YORK, Me., Sept. 3 (AP)—Dan- 
gerously ill Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Wiley B. Rutledge still clung 
to life today in York Hospital, 


The 55-year-old jurist, in a coma’home that no 


since noon yesterday following 
cerebral hemorrhage, had a quiet 
night. 

r. Elmer Tower, attending phy- 
sician, said that although Justice 
Rutledge still was in the coma, 
“his general condition is some- 
what improved.” 

His ailment had at first been 
described only as a “circulatory 
condition,” but after a relapse yes- 
terday it was revealed that he was 
suffering from heart tnouble. 

Through the night, members of 
the judge’s family—his wife, two 
daughters, son and daughter-in- 
law—watched anxiously at his bed- 
side ox rested in an adjacent room. 

Justice Rutledge, regarded as a 
“liberal” member of the nation’s 
highest court, entered the 22-bed 
hospital last Saturday. He became 
ill when vacationing at nearby 
Ogunquit, a summer resort. 

Mrs. Rutledge, Mary Lou and 
Jean Ann, and Neal and his wife 
have been at the hospital constant- 
ly since Justice Rutledge suffered 
a relapse Wednesday. His condi- 
tion had been reported improved 
earlier that day. 

Justice Rutledge has been on the 
Supreme Court bench since 1943. 
He was the eighth and last ap- 
pointee of President Roosevelt. He 
was elevated from the District of 
Columbia Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

A. native of Cloverport, Ky., Jus- 
tice Rutledge formerly was dean 
of the law schools of Washington 
University in St. Louis and 6f the 
University of Iowa.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP)— 
Diplomatic officials said today 
that Britain’s economic comeback 
route looks bleak until it rules 
decisively one way or another on 
devaluing the pound. They said 
Britain’s reply on this point is 
probably the most important is- 
sue in the forthcoming British- 
American Canadian financial 
talks. 

If rumors of devaluation per- 
sist after the conference ends, 
they said, many British customers 
are likely to continue to hold back 
buying British goods, thus making 
it difficult for Britain to earn the 
dollars it needs so badly. 

This slowdown in buying, 
pecially by some American Cus- 
tomers, has been one of the 
factors that has aggravated the 
British financial crisis in the last 
few months and caused the labor 
government to dip deep into its 
reserves. 

Cripps to Get New Chance. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, has 
repeatedly tried to spike these 
rumors, but thus far has not suc- 
ceeded. In fact, an increasing 
number of newspapers and busi- 
ness men have joined the chorus 
that Britain’s money is over-priced 
under present conditions and that 
devaluation is necessary to in- 


crease trade. 

Cripps will get another chance 
to put these rumors to rest during 
the meetings with Secretary of the 
Treasury John W. Snyder and Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson and 
top Canadian cabinet officers.

The preliminary agenda drawn 
up by British-American-Canadian 
“fact finders” in their sessions 
which ended yesterday made no 
mention of devaluation as a topic 
for discussion at the conference 
starting Wednesday. The three- 
power negotiators agreed to sug- 
gest six steps which could ease 
Britain’s dollar shortage but which 
would not solve the. long-range 
British problem. 

Some diplomatic officials be- 
lieve it is possible that a decision 
on the future rate of the British 
pound may be delayed until after 
the International Bank and Mone- 
tary Fund meeting which begins 
here Sept. 13. 

The International Monetary Fund 
was created three years ago to 
Stabilize world currencies and it 
would have to approve any change 
in the par value of any member 
country. There are reports that 
the French government delegation 
is determined to bring up the 
question of devaluing the pound | 
at this meeting. 

Canada’s Foreign Minister Les- 
ter B. Pearson, and Canadian 
Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
are scheduled to arrive here Mon- 
day to be on hand for the three- 
power financial conference.

NEW TROPICAL STORM ABATES 
AFTER KILLING 7 ON BARBADOS 


MIAMI, Raa., Sept. 3 (AP)—The 
small tropical storm that claimed 
seven lives on the British island 
of Barbados apparently has spent 
its energy and flattened into noth- 
ing more serious than a strong 
easterly wind. 

The San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
weather station late last night 
said the disturbance had lost any 
semblance of an “eye” and al- 
though it contained strong winds, 
had none of the characteristics of 
a regular tropical storm. 

Storm warnings which flapped 
over Hispaniola were ordered 
down. Small shipping in Puerto 
Rico and Virgin Island waters was 
warned to stay in port for the 
next 24 hours. On Sept. 1 seven 
persons were drowned and 27 
houses were smashed, as the trail 
end of the storm lashed Bridge- 
port, capital of Barbados.

Trade Talks with Yugoslavs 


Meanwhile, informed sources 
said Britain is negotiating in Bel- 
grade to send Yugoslavia some of 
the goods cut: off from Premier 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s hard-pressed 
government by Russia and its 
satellites. 

Informants said the talks en- 
visaged a five-year British-Yugo- 
slav trade agreement covering $1,- 
000,000,000 to $1,500,000,000 worth 
of goods. They include machipery 
and many other items which the 
Soviet bloc had agreed to send 
the Yugoslavs before its break 
with Tito. 

The Board of Trade said today 
the United States “can produce 
enough in four hours’ work to pay 
for everything they import from 
Britain in a year.” In an article 
titled “the challenge of the United 
States market,” the Government 
board's weekly journal comment- 
ed: “British exports to the United 
States are not catching up with 
the potential.” 

Dollar earning British sales in 
1948 totaled $283,137,324. In the 
last reported month of this year, 
July exports to the United States 
were running at the rate of less 
than $200,000,000 for the year. 


Great Buying Power Cited. 
“Statistically there is no Teason 


in the United States in greatly 
increased volume,” said the jour- 
nal, noting that the buying power 
of Americans last year was esti- 
mated at $188,901,300,000. It as- 
serted there is “an entirely new 
type of market: a mass market 
which is ready to buy goods which 
no mass market ever bought be- 
fore.” 

“There will always be a small 
and profitable market in the Unit- 
ed States for luxury goods of the 
type which Britain can make bet- 
ter than any one in the world,” 
the journal said. “But what is 
more important, there is growing 
up—and growing fast—a quantity 
market for quality goods.

Darst Refuses to Permit

Walter H. Kammann will be 
Promoted from fire marshal to 
fire chief, Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst announced yesterday, fol- 
lowing a 45-minute conference 
in his office with Frank Egen- 
riether. 

The Mayor refused to permit 
Egenriether to withdraw his resig- 
nation as chief. But Darst of- 
fered Egenriether his choice of 
two lesser jobs—fire marshal or 
battalion chief. Egenriether re- 
jected both, saying he had re- 
signed for a principle. 

Egenriether quit Aug. 3 rather 
than assume _ responsibility for 
dismissing 124 firemen in an 
economy move suggested by the 
city administration. Later the 
plan was dropped. 

Egenriether on $50 Pension. 

Egenriether made it clear to re- 
porters that he would make no 
further effort to get back in the 
fire department in any capacity. 
He: said he would “have to do 
something” to earn a living but 
he had no plans yet. His sole 
income is his $50-a-month pen- 
eion. 

Mayor Darst announced he 
would recommend Kammann, a 
Republican, for the post of fire 
chief to Director of Public Safe- 
ty Myles P. Dyer. Earlier in the 
day, Dyer had announced flatly 
that Kammann would be the 
next fire chief because he had 
ranked first in the civil service 
examinations. 

Kammann will 
hext Saturday, the day Egen- 
riether’s vacation ends. They are 
close friends. Egenriether, like 
Kamman, is a Republican. The 
city administration is Democratic. 
Any battalion chief can be ap- 
pointed fire marshal without 
examination, it was learned. As 
chief, therefore, Kammann will be 
able to designate his successor in 
the post of fire marshal. He will 
probably confer with Mayor Darst 
before making the appointment, 
however. 

After the conference with Egen- 
riether in the Mayor’s office, 
Darst said to reporters: “I’ve said 
several times that I'll appoint the 
high man on the civil service tests 
as chief.

“If I took a lesser job, it would 
be like admitting I was wrong in 
the first place and I don’t think I 
was wrong.”

Such mumbo-jumbo as “and/or,”

stitute chairman, who is here to 
direct a session on legal drafts- 
manship Wednesday in conjunc- 
tion with the American Bar Asso- 
ciation meeting. 

“attorneys must learn the neces- 
sity for fewer words, better chosen 
words and more concentration on 
saying things that are comprehen- 
sible to everyone,” said Tweed, a 
63-year-old New York lawyer and 
a graduate of St. Mark’s, Harvard 
and Harvard Law School. 

“Future litigation is avoided by 

‘ clarity in legal papers. How can 
two laymen, for example, follow 
the terms of a contract between 


them if they cannot understand 


the language? The same principle 
applies to wills, most of which are 
at least 50 per cent too long. 

“Entirely too much time is 
wasted on old-fashioned terms that 
mean little or nothing to our 
clients or to the courts.” 

Tweed said the institute is 
working on the draft of a federal 
income tax law, which would clar- 
ify and simplify the present com- 
plicated method of determining 
the taxpayer's debt to the Govern- 
ment. He estimated it would be at 
least two years before the insti- 
tute’s proposed law would be 
ready.

With View to Improv- 
ing Administration of 


Justice Over U.S. 


-— 


Chief justices of 45 states were 
here today te open a three-day 
conference for the exchange of 
ideas and information on the 
operation of the judiciary in all 
sections of the country. 

The chief justices hope, by pool- 
ing information: on the judicial 
systems as established in the in- 
dividual states,.to improve the ad- 


(} ministration of justice on a na- 


tion-wide basis. 

The chief justices are conferring 
here preliminary to the opening 
of the annual meeting of the 
American Bar Association on Mon- 
day, when they will then partici- 
pate with the latter organization 
in a sectional meeting. Tuesday 
night they will attend the “judi- 
ciary dinner” at Hotel Jefferson. 

One topic of discussion by the 
chief justices will be Missouri's 
non-partisan court plan and this 
state’s policy, as established in the 
1945 Constitution, of placing the 


supervision of lower courts in the 
state supreme court. 

“There is a general tendency to 
get away from the election of 
judges by party ticket,” Chief 
Justice Laurance M. Hyde of Mis- 
souri’s Supreme Court said. “Most 
states are trying to find ways 
to select judges on the basis of 
ability to do judicial work.” 

Justice Hyde, chairman of a 
committee that will organize the 
chief justices into a permanent 
group at the meeting here, said 
he felt the conference, first of its 
kind ever held, would “prove bene- 
ficial to the judiciary, the bar and 
the public.” 

Only Nebraska, Wyoming and 
North Carolina, which have crowd- 
ed appellate court dockets, failed 
to send delegates. 

Other matters of discussion in- 
clude opinion writing, conferences 
by appellate court judges before 
and after hearings, oral arguments 
by attorneys, submission of rec- 
ords and writing of briefs. 

The chief justices are to ex- 
change ideas on the diversity of 
opinion as to whether appellate 
judges should study the case and 
its record before hearing oral 
arguments of opposing attorneys. 

Another problem for considera- 
tion is the handling of habeas 
corpus cases, filed in increasing 
number by prison inmates who 
contend they were “railroaded” 
into the penitentiary. 

A reception for the chief jus- 
tices and their wives will be 
given at Hotel Jefferson from 5 to 
7 p. m. today by members of the 
Missouri appellate courts. 

Also opening today, as a pre- 
liminary to the American Bar As- 
sociation meeting, is the two-day 
Junior Bar Conference. Sessions 
will be held at Hotel DeSoto, with 
350 delegates, from every state, 


attending. 
The junior bar conference, at- 


tended by attorneys under 36 years 
of age, is expected to consider a 
resolution for improving proce- 
dures in the various states for 
committing persons to mental in- 
stitutions. 

Paul Lashly, chairman of the 
annual meeting committee, said 
there will be a discussion of the 
progress of the American Law 
Students Association, organized 
last year, and the pormotion of 
closer relations with attorneys in 
other American countries. 

The National Conference of 
Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws is winding up its six-day 
meeting here today by givihg 
final approval] to a uniform com- 
mercial code, which has been 
several years in the making. The 
code, to be submitted to all states 
for adoption, includes uniform 
laws on sales, commercial paper, 
bills of lading, warehouse receipts, 
bank collections and other mat- 
ters. 

Sessions of the fiftieth annual 
meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Women Lawyers continued 
today at Hotel Chase. The three- 
day meeting, attended by 250 
delegates will end tomorrow. 

Miss Lillian E. Schlagenhauf, an 
attorney of Quincy, IIl., and for- 
mer assistant attorney general in 
that state, told the women attor- 
neys at a luncheon today that “the 
world can have no peace unless 
there is a moral revival.” 

“The greatest forces are not the 
tramp of armies, nor the glitter of 
gold, nor the splendor of thrones, 
nor even the creation of the in- 
tellect, but the greatest forces are 
moral and spiritual forces—and 
women are the champions of the 
good, the moral and the true,” she 
said, 

She declared one of the world’s 
chief faults is its division into 
classes—‘“‘rich and poor, black and 
white, capital and labor.”

Four new cases of infantile 
paralysis were reported in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county today, 
while in East St. Louis one death 
and three new cases were re- 
ported. 

Harold Williams, 18 years old, 
Glen Carbon, Ill, died yesterd 
of the disease at St. Mary's Hos- 
pital, East St. Louis. He was ad- 
mitted to the hospital Aug. 24 and 
his death brings to 10 the number 
of poliomyelitis deaths reported by 
the hospital since June 1. 

Of the three new patients ad- 
mitted to St. Mary’s Hospital, one 
was Henry Isaak Jr., 4 years old, 
of Carlyle, Ill. whose father died 
of the disease last Monday at the 
hospital. The boy’s 11-year-old sis- 
ter, Rose Marie, and 9-year-old 
brother, Jerome, also are patients 
at the hospital. 

Other new patients at the East 
St. Louis hospital are Sylvia Jacko- 
vich, 5, of 1128 Grand avenue, 
Madison, and Mrs. Gloria Moore, 
24, of Steelville, Ill. The new cases 
brought the total number of in- 
fantile paralysis victims admitted 
to the hospital since June 1 to 165. 

Of the four new cases reported 
in the St. Louis-St. Louis county 
area, three were city residents 
and one a county resident, bring- 


ing the total number of cases re- | 


ported in the city so far to 252 
and the county total to 92. There 
have been 37 deaths in the city- 
county area so far. 

New cases in the city were a 
boy, 9 years old, 4533 Pennsylvania 
avenue; a boy, 13, of 2512W Dodier 
street, and a _ girl, 1804 South 
Compton avenue. The new county 
case was an ll-year-old boy of 
Pattonville. 

Meanwhile, from Springfield, 
Ill., it was reported that the polio- 
myelitis outbreak appeared to 
have reached a “leveling-off point” 
in Illinois. Although the number 
of cases still was running high, it 
was reported the total number of 
cases this week would be less 
than 300 for the second succes- 
sive week. The outbreak appar- 
ently reached its peak week be- 
fore last when 353 new cases were 
reported, it was said. 


CALLS OF SYMPATHY 
OVER DEATH OF DOG 
SHOT BY CHILDREN 


More than 200 telephone calls 
of sympathy, including offers of 
12 dogs, have been received by 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry Schumacher 
since publication yesterday of an 
account of the death of Smokey, 
a partly blind dog, the victim of 
air rifle pellets fired by neighbor- 
hood children. 

“We have been offered every- 
thing from brindle bulls to dachs- 
hunds,” Schumacher, who lives 
at 712 Largo avenue, Lemay, said. 
“But now that all of our four 
children are grown we feel that 
we do not need another dog to 
replace Smokey. He was our faith- 
ful friend for 15 years. When our 
boys were overseas they always 
remembered him in their letters.” 

Schumacher said that some of 
the callers, as well as neighbors, 
offered to contribute to a reward 
fund for apprehension of the chil- 
dren who held the dog, which 
was blind in one eye, while others 
fired at it with an air rifle, in- 
flicting 50 wounds. 

“But Smokey is gone,” Schu- 
macher said, “and nothing can 
bring him back.

NINE-YEAR DELAY 
ON SOCIAL SECURITY

A retired St. Louis factory work- 
er discovered last month that he 
had lost $2777 in social security 
benefits because he waited more 
than nine years before applying 
for payments, T. L. Gaukel, St. 
Louis manager of the Social Se- 
curity Administration, said yester- 
day. 

“The man was laid off in 1939, 
after having earned enough wages 
over a sufficiently long period to 
be fully insured,” Gaukel said. 
“When he finally applied last 
month, he found he was entitled to 
$24.80 a month for life, and could 
have been collecting that amount 
since 1940. 


“Of course, his case is only one 
of many in which workers dis- 
cover they have lost substantial 
amounts due to failure to investi- 
gate their social security rights.” 

To qualify for retirement pay- 
ments, Gaukel explained, a worker 
must be at least 65 years old and 
have worked in a job where social 
security taxes were deducted 
roughly half the time from Jan. 1, 
1937, to age 65. He also must be 
retired and must have filed an ap- 
plication, and cannot be earning 
wages of more than $14.99 a month 
in a job covered by social security. 

Supplemental benefits also can 
be paid to a wife if older than 65 
and to unmarried children or step- 
children under 18, Gaukel said.

In the work it left undone last spring, the 
present Legislature made “probably the worst 
record ever made by a Missouri Legislature,” 
Curtis A. Betts writes. As a result, the legis- 
lators will reconvene this month to face a calen- 
dar they will be lucky to clear by Christmas. 

Probably the most acute single item is to ex- 
pand the staff and operating funds of the state 
hospitals. The people affected are a helpless 
and submerged class; their miserable plight 
should hang heavy on everyone’s conscience. 

A reverse urgency attaches to the Quinn bill 
that would depose the non-partisan Highway 
Commission and appoint a patronage adminis- 
trator to rule the roads. Mr. Betts correctly 
calls this even more dangerous legislation than 
the Governor's rural road bill. The urgency of 
the Quinn bill is urgency to kill it. 

Small-loan interest is still deadlocked. If the 
Senate and the Governor will accept the House’s 
fair measures, that will be fine. If they won't, 
it is better to let the deadlock continue than 
knuckle under to the loan lobby. Certainly the 
Legislature should scuttle the lobby’s effort /to 
amend the interest rate provision out of the 
State Constitution. 

Coming to measures of particular St. Louis in- 
terest, the Legislature has many reasons to au- 
thorize unit control in the schools and no valid 
reason not to honor this request. 

Probably, as Mr. Betts suggests, Mayor Darst’s 
belated request for standby state rent control is 
a token offer that he won’t push. Nevertheless, 
it is a kind of insurance that this community 
needs. f ° 

We trust, too, that the Legislature will ap- 
prove Missouri's $50,000 contribution to the Mis- 
souri-Illinois development agency. It means no 
immediate gain to the state, but it promises 
long-run benefits to the city that will pay con- 
tinuing dividends to the whole state. 

In its synthetic wrath because the streetcar 
fare was increased, the Darst Administration is 
asking that the regulation of utilities be shifted 
from the state to the city. Since every major 
St. Louis utility also operates in suburban terri- 
tory, this request is fatuous. 

Candidate Darst condemned the city earnings 
tax, but Mayor Darst wants the Legislature to 
continue the city’s permission to levy it. A 
local income tax is an unhappy necessity, and it 
is only fair that it should reach suburban people 
who work in the city. The Legislature can cor- 
rectly insist, however, that the present flat-rate 
and inequitable tax be changed to a tax in har- 
mony with the state’s own graduated tax. 

The Legislature faces a mountain of work be- 
cause of its past negligence. It would be pleas- 
ant to record, three or four months hence, that 
it overcame the late start and finished with a 
distinguished record. 
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Harry Slattery in the Great Book 

Harry Slattery was a shy man who lived most 
of his life in the center of a fight, and it was al- 
ways the good fight. “He is the kind of man,” 
said the elder Senator LaFollette, “I would like 
to go tiger hunting with in the dark—because 
you can always reach out and be sure he is 
there.” 

In what has been done to conserve the nation’s 
forests, in what has been done to build dams and 
power plants and transmission lines to make 
electricity the servant of the people, Mr. Slat- 
tery left a permanent impress upon his country. 

He started fighting as secretary to Gifford 
Pinchot, father of the United States’ conserva- 
tion program, in the Taft Administration. He 


‘fought alongside Senator Walsh in the exposure 


of the Teapot Dome oil scandal. He fought for 
the legislation that led up to the creation of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority—the federal power 
act and the Muscle Shoals controversy. As ad- 


ministrator of REA he fought persistent at- . 


tempts to hobble it with politics. 

What his friend, that great American George 
W. Norris, said about him is as fine an epitaph 
as could be written, and as fitting: “Harry Slat- 
tery is the type of man whose work for the pres- 
ervation of our national resources will go down 
in the Great Book.” 
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Fewer, Better Aldermén 

Good reasons why the Board of Aldermen 
should be reduced from its present membership 
of 28 were brought out at the Freeholders’ sec- 
ond hearing on the subject. 

Speaking for the League of Women Voters, 
Mrs. Richard Hoffman pointed out that a smaller 
board would make the individual members feel 
more personally accountable for legislative de- 
cisions. This, she said, would lead to “a more 
effective deliberative body.” The League favors 
a board of 15, and an increase in salaries. 

“Bodies larger than that,” added David W. 
Salmon, Washington University political scien- 
tist, “necessarily break down into committees, 
and there is not enough open discussion. I can’t 
see how a body larger than 15 can be more rep- 
resentative than one of 15.” 

The committee system is inevitable in Con- 
gress, but it is at the root of same of the most 
serious difficulties in the national legislature. A 
smaller government like that of St. Louis can 
minimize the difficulties by minimizing the role 
of the committees. That means a smaller Board 
of Aldermen. 
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Vaudeville has come back, but there’s still 
some question whether the same can be said 
for the audiences. 
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Bare Pasture for Five Percenters 


Whatever the five percenter investigation may 
or may not have proved in connection with Gen- 
eral Vaughan, it does promise to bring some 
worthwhile reforms into the Government’s buy- 
ing methods. “If these are carried out as prom- 
ised, there will be little scope left in Washington 
for the five percenters and other influence 
peddlers. 

Most of the promises come from Jess Larson, 
the Government’s chief purchasing officer. Buy- 
ing will be decentralized more and more, he says, 
so that fewer and fewer business men will have 
to venture into the mazes of Washington in 
search of contracts. Courteous and efficient in- 
formation centers also are to be maintained so 
that no business man should need the services of 
those who offer to show_him around for a fee. 

Defense Secretary Johnson and Budget 
Director Pace already have worked out a plan 
under which it should be easier for small firms 
to do business with the Pentagon. The Secre- 
tary also has a plan for making purchases when- 
ever possible in those areas ‘in which .employ- 
ment is below normal. le 

With the best of good will, there probably 
always will be some red tape in the purchasing 
of an organization as complex as the Govern- 


y 


ment of the United States. And so there will be 
temptations to find short cuts. Government em- 
ployes,; however, are being warned against ac- 
cepting favors from those with axes to grind. 
And firms which use unethical methods are to be 
blacklisted. . 

So it seems that in the future the Washington 
meadow will look less lush to the five percenter. 
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No Glory for the Mayor 

Mayor Darst is having his way in the Egen- 
riether affair. But there will be precious little 
glory in his triumph. If the Mayor feels that 
he has scored a political hit, his standards cer- 
tainly are different from those of a great many 
St. Louisans, 

About the only satisfaction in the news ‘is that 
Mr. Egenriether’s job is going to his friend, Fire 
Marshal Walter H. Kammann, an experienced and 
respected man in the department. His top score 
in the civil service examination is a further as- 
surance of his dompetence. If he géts better co- 
operation from the City Administration than it 
seems to have been willing to extend to Chief 
Egenriether, he can do a good job. 

What remains disturbing is the way in which 
the Mayor and his associates took advantage of 
Mr. Egenriether's resignation. The Chief was 
led to believe that he would have to discharge 
124 firemen to meet the City Hall’s demand for 
economy. Rather than do that, he sent in his 
resignation as of Sept. 10. In the face of this, 
the Mayor said that he had already decided 
against the discharges. But he would not allow 
the Fire Chief to withdraw his resignation even 
though he himself had removed the cause. Yes- 
terday’s offer of two lesser jobs hardly makes up 
for this. 

It will be said, of course, that the Mayor 
showed his respect for the civil service system 
by appointing the man who did best in the exam- 
ination. It will be said further that the Mayor 
did not play politics since Mr. Kammann is a Re- 
publican. But the civil service amendment is 
intended to govern more than appointments. It 
is also intended to protect the tenure of public 
servants after appointment. 

It hardly worked that way in the Egenriether 
case. 
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Highway Miracle Under Way 


When Americans climb in their cars this 
Labor day weekend, they will take the roads 
they use for granted. In the eyes of an English 
observer, they will be using a “Highway Miracle.” 

In 1900, says the London Economist, only six 
American states granted any road funds; high- 
ways were almost an exclusive responsibility of 
towns and counties. The Federal Government 
started in 1912 to match state road funds on a 
very modest scale. From then on, state and fed- 
eral treasuries went in deeper and deeper, finally 
evolving the formula for 50 per cent federal aid. 

The country has 3,009,000 miles of road, half 
of it surfaced. All this has taken huge spending— 
up to a million dollars a mile for the highest- 
type road. The Economist doesn’t suggest that 
the results aren’t worth the money, but it does 
say: “In some sections the roads are spectacular- 
ly good, in others they are surprisingly poor. 
Britons often remark that the small English 
roads are much better than their American 
equivalents.” 

The British magazine finds other drawbacks 
in the miracle, too. “This year, as he (the aver- 
age American) drives out of the cities, nose to 
bumper with his fellow ‘pleasure’ drivers .. . 
his progress along the reeking highways has 
been slower than usual.” (On the two-lane 
stretches of United States 66 between St. Louis 
and Chicago, for instance.) 

And it’s not so good where the roads con- 
verge, either. “The 40,000,000 motor cars in the 
United States travel at an average speed of 
49 miles an hour on the roads, but when they 
get to cities they bog down and turn streets into 
a mechanical. morass.” (Between Kingshighway 
and the Mississippi between 5 and 6 p.m., for 
instance.) 

No doubt road-building progress across this 
broad land does deserve the label of industrial 
miracle. But it will be a happier miracle when 
American motorists stop killing and maiming 
one another on a scale that would put a fair- 
sized war to shame. And there’s no better time 
than this Labor day weekend to start that mira- 
cle. 
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The Arctic Rampart 

On the ice and tundra of the Alaskan Arctic 
in the coming winter Americans and Canadians 
will undergo hardship and peril because the first 
line of defense of their countries is believed to 
be the Arctic Ocean. 

“Exercise Cross-Index” will bring soldiers and 
flyers together to work out problems of war- 
fare in the frozen north. For every problem of 
war becomes a new problem under Arctic con- 
ditions, and it is the polar wasteland that of- 
fers the shortest. route from any possible ag- 
gressor in Europe or Asia to the industrial heart 
of the United States. 

This fact is pertinent to the defense, among 
other things, of the Sault Ste.. Marie locks, 
which are the Achilles heel of the Lake Superior 
iron ore deposits. It is pertinent to the defense 
of the Canadian uranium deposits around Great 
Slave Lake. It is pertinent to the defense of the 
atomic plant at Hanford, Washington. af 

There is so much that must be known, and 
the effort to learn it has been a saga of pio- 
neering and heroism for some three years now, 
by British forces as well. How do you fly an air- 
plane in a temperature of 80 below? What do 
you do when the engine has to be started with 
blow torches, when the rubber hose breaks off 
like licorice, and when four-fifths of all you 
do must be devoted to keeping yourself from 
being destroyed? 

How can ships plow through the ice pack, 
planes take off from icy decks wallowing in 
heavy seas, submarines operate in the frigid 
deeps, troops establish beachheads and hang on 
against the fury of a 100-mile-an-hour wind? 
What is the weather like high above the Arctic 


where guided missiles must travél? Much of the 


Arctic is not accurately on maps. Scientists do 
not even know. the shape of the earth well 
enough to aim guided missiles accurately. 

So to learn thése facts, and how to put them 
to use, there have been Exercises Snowdrop and 
Frigid and Frost and Micowex, and others. Geog- 
raphers and weathermen have made expe: 
Airmen have made tests of jet planes‘in the 
polar cold and experimented with the possibili- 
ties of reinforcing Alaska with troops by plane. 
Twenty thousand sailors and marines on 30 ships 
have made amphibious landings.  ~

in time of war, ate

How UNESCO Aids Science 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


A recent international conference in Paris decided to extend science 
abstracting services to all scientific fields, since over a million tech- 
nical articles are published every year and scientists need to have 
this growing fund of knowledge made available to all nations. 


From a UNESCO Radio Broadcast 


Last winter a strange disease paralyzed 
the largest automobile factory in France. 
In one week, 500 workmen were off the 
job, their eyes swollen shut by a burning 
blinding inflammation. The disease had 
never before been seen in France. Scientists 
at the famed Pasteur Institute suspected 
it was a rare tropical malady known as 
keredo-conjunctivitis. 

Searching their files for a clue to check 
the epidemic, they found a small white card. 
This card mentioned a magazine article in 
an American medical journal, issue of Jan- 
uary 1943. From the article — which be- 
cause of the war they had never seen—the 
French § scientists 
learned that the same 
eye infection had 
struck the huge Kai- 
ser shipyards of Cali- 
fornia during the 
war. Doctors at Co- 
lumbia Medical Cen- 
ter had developed a 
cure, and fully de- 
scribed it in the mag- 
azine article. 

Thus, in less than 
an hour—thanks to 
the little white card—the French scientists 
had a tool to work with. In a few weeks 
they stamped out the epidemic. 

The small white index card contained 
what scientists call an abstract. An gab- 
stract is a summary or short description 
of a longer article. Today a man would 
have to spend his full 40-hour week mere- 
ly to read the titles of the million or so 
articles appearing each year. That is why 
in every field there are periodicals devoted 
to printing abstracts, and that is why most 
scientists make it their business to read 
through the abstracts concerning their 
chosen field. 

For example, 16,500 scientists subscribe 
to a monthly bulletin called “Chemical Ab- 
stracts.” When a chemical engineer—say in 
Czechoslovakia—scans the pages of this 
bulletin, he learns about some 5000 articles 
appearing in some 4300 periodicals pub- 
lished in 31 different languages. 

Even if he knew 31 languages, it is 
doubtful that he could afford to subscribe 
to all these journals, much less find time 
to read them. Scientists use abstracts like 
detectives use fingerprints—to identify and 
ferret out subjects of special interest. 

Abstracting services aim to link up the 


various fields of human knowledge; to 
bridge the gaps of time, space and lan- 
guage. For lack of abstracts on Japanese 
science, Dr. Anderson—an American who 
won the Nobel Prize in 1937 for work on 
cosmic rays—knew nothing of a valuable 
article on the subject that a Dr. Yukawa 
had published two years earlier in Japan. 


Nearly 1000 organizations throughout the 
world produce science abstracts. Yet of 
all the scientific articles appearing each 
year, fewer than half‘are ever abstracted. 
However, many are condensed over and 
over again by different abstracting serv- 
ices. ! 


Of all the sciences, only chemistry is 
fully and systematically covered; others— 
meteorology, statistics, fisheries and im- 
portant branches of botany and zoology— 
are hardly abstracted at all. A recent 
UNESCO survey of scientific articles pub- 
lished in the Middle East revealed dozens 
of journals unknown to Western scientists. 
And only a lucky accident brought to a 
Chinese nutritionist’s hand the abstract of 
an article from Jamaica on the use of yeast 
as a food to curb famine. 


To tackle such shortcomings in the net- 
work of science abstracting, UNESCO held 
a world conference in Paris recently. One 
hundred forty-seven scientists and librarians 
from 28 countries, speaking 15 languages, 
attended. They decided that world-wide 
consulting machinery, such as exists among 
abstracting services in the fields of medi- 
cine and biology, should be set up for the 
other sciences—physics and engineering, 
chemistry, agriculture. 


The UNESCO conference on abstracting 
skirted ‘many stubborn obstacles of lan- 
guage, professional jealousy and currency. 
However, its plans for the fyture speak 
well for the freer and wider interchange 
of our growing scientific heritage. Shakes- 
peare made the point when he had Hamlet 
say of the strolling news-bearing players: 
“ .. let them be well used: for they are 
the abstracts and brief chronicles: of the 
time.” 


Speaking for our own time, UNESCO's 
Director General, Dr. Jaime Torres Bodet, 
closed the International Conference on 
Science Abstracting with these words: “It 


is in the very interests of peace to pre-_ 


vent the sciences from isolating themselves 
in special watertight compartments.”

In its genre, however, it must be taken 
with a grain of salt per page. 

Like the Messrs. Erskine, Taylor, Spaeth, 
et al., the author prefers the folksy, pull-up- 
a-chair approach. This presumably enter- 
tains the layman and makes for a higher 
general level of lowest common denomi- 
nators, which is redeeming. Unfortunately, 

it doesn’t make for 
objectivity. Oversim- 
plification is only 
one of the evils which 
attend high-readabil- 
ity prose. 

That is not to say 
this volume téeems 
with errors. As to 
dates and opus num- 
bers and that sort of 
thing, Mr. Schauffler 
seems to have been 
meticulous. He cites 
all the most respect- 
ed sources and gives 

Robt. H. Schauffler Credit where due. 

The weakness can be 
traced to his habit of insisting on a thesis 
—biography demands none—and presenting 
mostly the data which fits itself to it. Some 
significant chaff gets inundated by the 
wheat. 

Briefly stated, the thesis proper is that 
Schubert was a happier man than most 
biographers have made him out. It must be 
said that the evidence offered supports 
this for the most part..Nonetheless, in play- 
ing the psychiatrist Mr. Schauffler man- 
ages to challenge hig conviction pretty 
strongly. He draws a convincing portrait 
of the Schubert born to Viennese Schlam- 
perei, only to remind the reader that the 
composer’s first songs inciuded the “Corpse 
Fantasy,” “The Parricide,” and “Hagar’s 
Lament”—in the last of which the son for 
whom an angel foretold a great future is 
driven out with his mother by a cruel 
father to famish in the wilderness. 

About 200 pages, more or less, are de- 
voted to a consideration of the legacy 
which is Schubert's music. As program 
notes Mr. Schauffler’s analyses are quite 
sound, though he is cavalier in spots. In 
his reference to the A major Sonata, Opus 
120, for instance, he finds that work “fer 
below ...in musicaPvalue” the posthumous 
B flat Sonata. One could quibble with sev- 
eral such remarks. 

The book was subsidized, the author re- 
lates, by the Schubert Fund Committee and 
Mr. and Mrs. C. Dewar Simons. Music lov- 
ers are in their debt. There is a. certain 
poignancy in Mr. Schauffler’s explanation: 
“Any biography that requires as many 
years of research as this book has called 
for needs subsidization for the same reason 
that a symphony orchestra needs it.”

Jobless Claims Continue to Drop — Build- 
ing Activity Only 3 Pct. Below Last 
Year’s Unusually High Level. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (UP)— 


The Department of Labor came up 
with good news on two economic 
fronts today. In separate an- 
nouncements, it reported that: 

1. Unemployment claims con- 
tinued to drop last week, with 
initial claims—those filed for 
the first time by a jobless work- 
er—totaling only 251,000, a new 
low for the year. Continuing 
claims totaled 2,138,700, a drop 
of $50,000 from the previous 
week. 

2. Building activity in cities 
in the first six months of 1949 
was valued at $3,500,000,000, only 
a scant 3 per cent below 1948's 

“unusually high level.. The June 
total, $736,000,000 was just short 
a monthly record of March, 


Both of these developments 
tended to bolster the arguments 
of Government and industry eco- 
nomists who contend that busi- 
ness is again on the upswing and 
that the post-inflationary “period 
of readjustment” is near an end. 

Joblessness Decreasing. 

. The department said that the 
drop in unemployment claims re- 
flected decreasing uner ployment, 
the reopening of closed plants and 
a continuation of the recent down- 
trend in industrial layoffs. 

But it said that at least some of 
the decline should be attributed 
to the fact that some workers 


have exhausted their unemploy- 
ment benefits. It said state re- 
ports show 809,500 in this category 
ig the first six months of 


The rise in building activity is 
Closely tied in with the decline in 
unemployment claims. Govern- 
ment economists have long con- 
tended that an upswing in the 
construction industry during the 
spring would provide jobs for 
some of last winter’s unemployed. 

Home Building, 

The Labor department noted 
that, just as these economists pre- 
dicted, the June total was almost 
double the February low. Home- 
building, it said, accounted for $1,- 
800,000,000—more than half—of the 
full six-months total. 

The department said that it’s 
Statistics apply to cities of more 
than 2500 population.

Former St. Louisan to Help 
Poland, Austria Plan Re- 
habilitation Work. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept 3 
(UP)—The United Nations an- 
nounced yesterday that Dr. How- 
ard A. Rusk, a leading authority 
on rehabilitating the disabled, will 
leave for Europe Wednesday to 
help plan programs in Austria and 
Poland. He also will examine the 
possibility of setting up an in- 
ternational rehabilitation center. 
Both Austria and Poland asked 
the U.N. to send an expert on up- 
to-date methods for rehabilitat- 
ing disabled.

Few Price Cuts No 
Matter What Bill 
Congress Passes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. 


HE ‘best that the Administra- 
tion will claim for the An- 
derson farm bill it now expects 
to get is that it moves the issue 
off dead center and avoids the 
least desirable of all plans—the 
Aiken sliding price supports. 
President Truman has promised 
not to veto Senator Anderson's 
solution. In turn he has been 
assured that it will pass and can 
be substituted in conference for 
the House-approved Gore Dill. ' 
The President has not aban- 
doned the Brannan plan. Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Brannan as- 
sures his boss that farm surpluses 
are on the way, that the Ander- 
son bill gives him no power to 
deal with them, and that Congress 
will feel differently next year. 


The news for the consumer is 
that prices of farm products 
will go into no nose-dives, Con- 
gress is sticking to high price 
supports—not so high as for- 
merly but not drastically re- 
duced. 

Meanwhile, the politicians of 
both parties are happier. Repub- 
licans have been eager to get out 
from under the Aiken scheme 
ever since farm-state desertions' 
contributed so largely to their de- 
feat last year. Luckily, they post- 
poned to next Jan. 1 the effective 
date of the Aiken bill when they 
passed it in the closing hours of 
the Eightieth Congress. Now it is 
due to slip into limbo, unwept, un- 
honored and, they hope, unsung. 


G.O.P. Criticism on Way. 


This is clear again from their 
standpoint. With the Aiken bill 
_off the books they can piunge into 
aggressive criticism of what the 
Democrats do—and they will, at a 
farm-state conference late this 
month, 

The Democrats can console 
themselves that they are gaining 
time. Also, most of them have 
considerable confidence that any 
bill on which Senator Anderson, 
Truman’s first Secretary of Agri- 
culture, puts his name will be all 
right. 

The President’s current atti- 
tudes toward Anderson are a 
puzzle. The junior Senator from 
New Mexico ,@ former member of 
the House, was for a while the 
fair-haired boy of the White 
House. The President tentatively . 
planned to make him Democratic 
national chairman to succeed 
Robert Hannegan and the palace 
guard mentioned what an attrac- 
tive Vice President he would 
make. 

In trying for the Senate, Ander- 
son did the Administration a 
special favor by knocking off a 
former Hoover cabinet member, 
Patrick J. Hurley, who is a harsh 
critic of the Truman China policy. 

Anderson Ignored. 

However, after Anderson ar- 
rived there he was ignored in dis- 
cussions of agricultural policy. 
The Brannan plan was advertised 
as the true gospel and New Mexi- 
co’s junior Senator was not in- 
vited to the Des Moines meeting 
at which it was launched. 

Recently, just as it became in- 
creasingly clear that it was the 
Anderson bill or something wanted 
even less, the President vetoed a 
comparatively minor reclamation 
project in New Mexico costing 
$2,000,000, which Anderson spon- 
sored. 

At the same time, as Senators 
were swift to rib Anderson, the 
President approved a $60,000,000 
project of like nature in Utah 
which had been pushed by Sena- 
tor Watkins, one of the irrecon- 
Cilable Republican isolationists. 
The projects are so similar that 
Anderson was told Watkins gave 
up hope when the New Mexico 
bill went down and had prepared 
a statement for release attacking 
the expected Truman veto. 

Anderson and Brannan act in 
concert in one respect. Asked 
about their mutual relationship, 
both reply: “No comment.”

KOREA’S BIG TURTLE 
MAY BE AN OMEN 
BUT FI’S SHRINKING 


SEOUL, Sept. 3 (AP)—They’d 
better get that big sea turtle up 
here from South Korea quick be- 
fore it shrinks to tortoise size. 

The big fellow, which fishermen 
said probably was 1000 years old, 
was caught off the southern tip of 
Korea a few days ago. 

President Syngman Rhee, an- 
nouncing the remarkable catch, 
said the turtle was six or seven 
feet long. If seven feet long, it 
would be perhaps the biggest one 
ever captured. 

The newspapers said the turtle 
was five by six feet long. And 
today, Information Director Clar- 
ence Ryee said it might be 
only five feet long. 

“It’s an omen,” President Rhee 
enthusiastically told a news con- 
ference yesterday. “It means 
prosperity for the nation. The 
turtle is our symbol of longevity 
and prosperity.” 

The turtle figures in Korean 
folklore and history. 

In 1592 the famous Korean ad- 
miral Yi Sun Sin devised a turtle- 
shaped ship credited with being the 
world’s first armor-clad vessel. 

With a small fleet of these 
strange craft, he thwarted an in- 
vasion by the Japanese dictator 
Hideyoshi, ramming and sinking 
the enemy ships with the great 
turtle-headed prow while archers 
fired flaming arrows from beneath 
the armored carapace.

GREAT deal of feeling has 
been aroused by the riots 
that took place in Peekskill, 
N.¥., at a meeting sponsored by 
the Civil Liberties Union. I, my- 
self, cannot understand why any- 
one goes to qa meeting at which 
Paul Robeson is going .to speak 
unless they are in sympathy with 
what he is going to say, since by 
this time everyone must be fa- 
miliar with his thinking. 

I have been told that what I 
once experienced, namely, secing 
him turn his concert into a 
medium for Communist propa- 
ganda, is his constant practice, so 
whoever goes to hear him must 
know what to expect. They 
might well want to hear him sing, 
in apite of knowing that he would 
sing certain songs that they might 
not like. If so, in this country, it 
is their privilege to go to hear 
I think if we 
care for the preservation of our 
liberties we must allow all people 
whether we disagree with them or 
not, to hold meetings and express 


their views unmolested as long as 
they do not advocate the over- | 
throw of our government by force. 


IT SEEMS to me that peaceful 
picketing of such a meeting is 
also an unwise gesture. I can well 
understand why veterans want to 
show their displeasure, but I think 
there are other ways of doing it. 
They can hold a meeting and see 
to it that their speakers are as 
well reported as those at any other 
meeting. They can see that the 
press carries refutation of what- 
ever arguments are given at any 
meeting with which they disagree, 
but I do not think they need fear 
that the average American is an 
easy prey to the Paul Robeson 
type of propaganda. 

I believe the average American 
should realize that rioting and 
lawlessness, even when we can 
prove tha they were, as some 
people are trying to prove in this 
case, incited by some Communista, 
are still not good propaganda for 
democracy in the world,

WE, IN THE UNITED 
STATES, should, I think, make it 
clear that we disagree with and 
disapprove of many views of Paul 
Robeson, but it is well also for 
us to remember that Robeson left 
this country and took his family 


to the U.S.S.R. until the coming 
of the war. 
something he did not find here. 
He was a brilliant law student 
and could not find a job in any 
good New York firm staffed for 
the most part by men and women 
of the white race. In other wards, 
he could not be a lawyer, so he 
became a singer—a gain in art— 
but perhaps there was some bit- 
terness in his heart, brought about 
by the fact that there wags no 
euality of opportunity for educat- 
ed men of his race.

This deal occurred in a team-of- 
four match, and at one table the 
bidding proceeded “scientifically” 
as follows:

West opened a club. Declarer 
(North) won and led a trump to 
the jack, then returned a low 
trump to his own king. East won 
with the ace and shifted to hearts. 
West continued the suit, and 
East’s spade 10 over-ruffed declar- 
er for the setting trick. 

At the other table, the bidding 
took a different turn: 
East South West 
Pass Pass Pass 
Pass 2N.T. Pass 
Pass Pass Pass A 
West opened his fourth-highest 
heart. East put up the jack and 
was permitted to hold the trick. 
The heart six was covered by the 
eight and taken by West with the 
nine, but now West's hand was 
virtually dead. Not wanting to 
give declarer a heart trick, West 
shifted to a spade. East won and 
returned the suit. Declarer took 
this trick in dummy and led a low 
diamond toward his jack. Whether 
East put up the queen or ducked, 
declarer was assured of four dia- 
mond tricks, and since he had 
three spades as sure winners, Re 
did not need either a heart trick 
or the club finesse! 

The moral, if any, may be that 
“scientific bidding” is not always 
successful.

Insulating Materials 

F YOU ever get around to de- 
| ciding that you want to insu- 

late the walls and roof of your 
home you will immediately be 
faced with the job of deciding 
what sort of insulation ‘to use. 
Maybe what follows can help you 
out. 

There is something called 
“Loose Fill Insulation” which is 
a granular type that can be 
poured between ceiling joists or 
into completed walls. It is fine 
for finished outside walls or un- 
finished attic floors. 

Blanket or roll insulation comes 
in rolls up to 100 feet in length 
and is wide enough to fit between 
standard spaced studding and 
joists. It is good for new work 
before the interior wall goes on 
or for unfinished attics. 

Batt type insulation is much 
the same as blanket except that 
it cames in short lengths. It's very 
easy to handle. 

Insulation board can be used 
either behind plaster or as the 
finished wall. The boards come 
four feet wide and up to 12 feet 
in length. They can be used over 
Plaster walls when there is no 
other practical way of insulating 
the .wall.
